Specific outlines of what the 
school district should provide 
for special services teachers 
take

requested by Lompoc teachers 
with the Unified School District. 
The 
demands 
are 
many, 
inc lud ing , 
for 
e x a m p l e , 
s o u n d p r o o f in g 
f a c i l i t i e s 
removed from heavy student 
and teacher traffic for speech 
therapists; 
adding two more 
psychologists 
for the 
school 
testing program; providing one 
remedial reading specialist at 
every two elementary schools; 
full-time school nurses at each 
school and full time librarians 
for every 300 students, up to 900 
and for each additional 400 
s t u d e n t s , 
an 
a d d i ti o n a l 
librarian. 
Recurring 
costs 
of 
these 
demands 
would 
amount 
to 
$392,547. 


A 
controversial 
demand 
which has been previously made 
of the district by teachers is 
a g a i n 
i n c l u d e d 
in 
the 
comprehensive agreem ent — 
additional counselors. 
At estim ated recurring costs 
of 
$177,786, 
the 
teachers 
organization seeks a minimum 
of one full-time counselor at 
each elementary school to be 
eligible for released time and 
re so u rc e s 
for 
continued 
professional growth, free from 
c l a s s r o o m 
t e a c h i n g , 
adm inistrative 
and 
clerical 
assignments, 
and 
substitute 
counselors to be provided in 
case 
of lengthy absences of 
regular counselors. 
Five-and-a-half pages of the 
proposed agreem ent deal with 
personnel rules and “ teacher 
environm ent.” 
In the area of personnel, 
teachers, among other requests, 
demand that before the board of 
trustees make any necessary re­ 
duction in personnel, they will 


first negotiate with the Lompoc 
E d u c a t i o n 
A s s o c i a t i o n 
regarding the effects of such a 
reduction. This will include, but 
not be limited to, such problems 
as 
the 
c rite ria 
used 
in 
determ ining 
who 
will 
be 
discharged or laid off and the re­ 
employment 
rights 
of 
such 
persons. If agreed to, former 
employes shall be permitted to 
inspect all the contents of their 
own personnel file kept by the 
district as well as employment 
references leaving the district. 
Teachers also request that 
each school establish a faculty - 
advisory council to set policies 
regarding to co-curricular or 
extra-curricular assignments. 
“ Academic freedom shall be 
guaranteed to teachers, and no 
special 
limitations 
shall 
be 
p l a c e d 
up o n 
s t u d y , 
investigation, 
presenting 
and 
interpreting 
facts and 
ideas 
concerning man, human society, 
the 
physical 
and 
biological 
world and other branches of 


learning subject 
to accept 
standards 
of 
professional 
responsibility set forth in the 
code of ethics of the education 
profession,” 
the 
proposed 
agreement reads. “ Freedom of 
individual expression shall be 
encouraged and fair procedures 
will be developed to safeguard 
the legitimate interests of the 
schools 
and 
to 
exhibit 
by 
appropriate examples the basic 
objectives 
of 
a 
democratic 
society.” 
The “ teacher environment” 
section also demands that the 
district provide a daily duty­ 
free 
lunch 
period 
for 
all 
teachers and specialists and a 
daily preparation period within 
the present school day. 
Great latitude is sought in 
teachers 
performing 
lesson 
preparation, study and student 
evaluation calling for “ at times 
and places to the extent which 
their professional judgment 
shall determ ine.”

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Protest 
losing 
steam 
WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
The 
remnants of 
a small 
army of 
protesters attem pted today to keep 
alive their three-week campaign in 
Washington with a demonstration 
today 
aime d 
at 
the 
South 
Vietnamese Embassy. 
Much of the steam appeared to 
have gone out of the movement, and 
police and troops withdrew from 
bridges, traffic circles and other 
posts they had guarded in force 
since Monday. 
But in Boston, police today turned 
back about 4,000 demonstrators who 
were trying to shut down the John F. 
Kennedy Building. 
Some 4,000 troops remained on 
standby in the Washington area in 
case they were needed, to augment 
police forces. 
Some of 
the antiwar 
leaders 
vowed in advance of the planned 
demonstration 
today 
that 
they 
would observe a ban on such activity 
within 500 feet of an embassy. They 
said their objective was to deliver a 
“ people’s peace treaty” 
to .the 
embassy. A march to the District of 
Columbia 
jail 
was 
planned 
afterward. 
About 
1,200 
protesters 
were 
arrested 
Wednesday 
when 
they 
crowded onto the steps of the U.S. 
Capitol for a rally promoting their 
peace treaty 
and 
to air other 
demands. 
42 protesters

The first confrontation occurred 
during the morning in Goleta, near 
the University of California at Santa 
Barbara campus, when a group of 
students blocked an entrance to a 
General Motors plant and tried to 
halt 
traffic 
by 
feigning 
motor 
trouble. 
Eight were arrested by sheriff’s 
ueputies in that incident, including 
one girl who threw an orange at a 
deputy. 
Afterward the students moved 
onto 
the 
university 
campus 
to 
regroup and later some 200 to 300 
assembled 
in front of the GE 
Temple building in downtown Santa 
Barbara. Another 
small 
group 
gathered in front of city hall half a 
block away. 
City 
police 
arrested 
34 
for 
unlawful 
assem bly 
when 
the 
dem onstrators sat down 
in the 
street, halting traffic and refusing 
to leave. 
There 
were 
minor 
scuffles 
between officers

The questions were selected at 
random from among the hundreds 
fielded successfully by the staff 
since 
the new library opened its 
doors in 1969. 
Questions 
that 
stumped 
the 
immediate local resources were 
passed on to other libraries in the 
cooperative 
tri-county 
chain 
of 
public 
libraries sometimes with 
amusing results. 
A reply from one of the member 
libraries is typical of the relaxed 
attitude librarians have toward the 
seemingly insatiable appetite of the 
public 
for obscure and not so 
obscure bits of information. 
“ We’ll give it the old college try ,” 
cam e 
the 
teletype 
reply 
to 
a 
particularly tough question. 
Paul Thompson, library director 
is 
understandably 
proud of 
his 
staffs 
record 
in 
answering 
or 
finding 
the 
answers 
to 
tough 
questions. 
But answering questions is only a 
small part of Lompoc Library's 
service to the public. 
Since July 1970 for example more 
than 
164,000 
books, 
phonograph 
records, art prints and magazines 
have been toted away by a public 
hungry for all a modern library has 
to offer. Lompoc library has about 
51,000 books, 3,800 of them added 
during the last nine months. 
But there are other ancillary 
services that are attracting more 
and more attention and holding it. 
The library receives regular copies 
of 14 newspapers including the New 
York Times Sunday edition, the 
Wall 
Street 
Journal, 
National 
Observer 
and 
of 
course, 
The 
Record, Santa Maria Times and 
Santa Barbara News-Press, 
In the nine months ending in 
March a total of 4,008 persons used 
the record players for such diverse 
fare as classical or modern music, 
talk programs and recitations And

The library's public typewriters 
have been used for typing thesises, 
resumes letters, a novel and for

One 
of 
the 
most 
popular 
services, 
according

Thompson is the library’s copying 
m a c h i n e 
t h a t 
p e r m i t s 
the 
duplication of personal letters and 
papers, and more importantly the 
duplication of book or magainze 
segments 
During the nine month 
period, 
library 
users 
used 
the 
machine 25,223 times. 
Other statistics give added depth 
to the library facility. During the 
nine month period, the library staff 
fielded answers to 9,987 reference 
questions; reserved 3,794 books and 
periodicals; loaned 1,714 books or 
periodicals 
to 
other 
libraries; 
borrowed 1,292 items from other 
libraries in the cooperative library 
setup; and collected $3,558 in fines.

West Germans seek 
common market help 
in money crisis 


BONN (U P I)-T h e West German 
government 
said 
today 
it 
was 
postponing 
its 
decision 
on 
the 
monetary crisis involving marks 
and dollars until it could seek joint 
action with France and the other 
four m embers of the European 
Common Market. 
The money crisis spread to Japan 
where banks suspended trading in 
the German mark because of its 
strength against the dollar. Between 
$300 and $350 million flooded in to 
buy Japanese yen and the Bank of 
Japan 
intervened 
with 
massive 
purchases to keep the dollar within 
one per cent of the official exchange 
of 360 yen. Tokyo’s foreign exchange 
banks awaited government guidance 
on 
whether 
to 
resume 
dollar 
exchanges Friday. 
Government sources expressed 
pessimism on chances of Paris 
joining in a common move to stem 
the 
flood 
of 
dollars 
inundating 
Germany and other West European 
nations. France under Charles de 
Gaulle attacked the dollar but in 
recent months has tried to support 
it 
Official 
money 
m arkets 
in 
Germany remained closed for the 
second day. Unofficial trading in 
dollars was sparse and nervous, 
commercial banks reported. At noon 
a dollar was bringing only 3.57 
marks compared with the official 
exchange rate of 3.66 marks. This 
meant a mark was worth 28 2 cents 
instead of 27.3 cents. 
Initially 
Chancellor 
Willy 
Brandt’s government planned to 
make and announce a decision after 
Friday’s 
cabinet 
meeting. 
But 
spokesman said the cabinet would 
meet instead on Saturday or Sunday 
after the crisis is discussed by the 
Common 
Market 
ministers 
of 
economics and finance in Brussels 
on Saturday. 
The 
government 
was 
inclined 
towards ending the m ark’s fixed 


exchange rate and letting it float to 
its natural level as at least a 
temporary way out of the crisis, 
parliam entary sources said. 


Government sources said either 
an upward revaluation of the mark 
to a new fixed parity, or some form 
of 
exchange 
controls 
was 
not 
excluded. 


During the last monetary crisis in 
Se p te m b er , 
1969, 
the 
Bonn 
g o v e r n m e n t 
d e c i d e d 
on 
a 
temporarily floating mark as a 
solution. After allowing it to float 
for just under four weeks, it was 
given a new fixed parity near the 
price at which it had leveled off in 
free trade. 


The American dollar was the 
object 
of 
the 
heavy 
currency 
speculation that swept Europe this 
week, and it took so bad a buffeting 
that the West German government 
closed all money and gold m arkets 
until 
Monday. 
Switzerland, 
Belgium, Holland and Austria also 
refused to buy U.S. dollars. 


The money crisis moved on to 
Asia today when Japanese banks 
and m arkets opened following a one- 
day 
holiday 
Wednesday. 
The 
Japanese central bank bought more 
than $200 million in the morning 
session of the foreign exchange 
market in an effort to keep the value 
of the U.S. dollar from plunging.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T reasu ry 
S ecretary 
John 
B. 
Connally 
announced 
today 
that 
President 
Nixon 
would 
ask 
Congress 
to 
guarantee $250 million in loans to 
save the Lockheed Aircraft Corp , 
from bankruptcy. 
Connally said he had been assured 
that a quarter billion was sufficient 
to assure production by Lockheed, 
the 
nation s 
largest 
defense 
contractor, of the L-1011 Tristar 
Airbus. 
“ It is my considered opinion, and 
that of most others who have studied 
the situation, that Lockheed would 
be 
forced 
into 
bankruptcy 
if 
assurance of additional funding is 
not provided quickly,” Connally said 
lollowmg a 30-minute meeting at the 
White House with Nixon. 


Connally 
said 
the 
B ritish 
government had agreed to put up an 
additional $288 million to assure 
production by Rolls Royce of the 
RB-211 engine which the Tristar will 
use. 
Connally 
said 
that 
failure 
to 
bolster Lockheed would mean $1.4 
billion 
alread y 
invested 
in 
development of the commercial 
airliner would be lost. 
He said Nixon agreed that “ the 
impact on our economy in the event 
of bankruptcy by Lockheed would be 
enormous.” 
“ We do not anticipate any cost to 
the 
taxpayer 
from 
this 
loan 
g u a r a n t e e , ” 
Connally 
said. 
Proposals detailing the loan plan 
will be sent Tuesday to Congress, 
Connally said 


He said he expected sympathetic 
hearings. 
Connally said he did not expect 
this action to become a precedent 
for other large firms in financial 
difficulties. 
He said Lockheed’s position was 
somewhat unique because it had 
been 
forced 
by 
the 
Defense 
Department to “ in effect eat about 
$500 million in losses” on such 
projects as the C-5A, the Cheyenne 
Helicopter ship building program. 
Lockheed was brought near the 
brink of bankruptcy by huge losses 
on several of its m ilitary contracts, 
including theC5A. 
But 
the 
financial 
blow 
that 
brought the company to its present 
shaky position was the bankruptcy 
of the Rolls Royce Co. 
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Reagan's welfare bills expected to fall short by $44 million 


SACRAMENTO (UPI» —A legislative fiscal-expert says 
Gov Ronald Reagan's welfare overhaul bills are expected 
to fall $44 million short of achieving previouslv anticipated 
savings for the taxpayer. 
Thomas Dooley, an aide to legislative analyst A. Alan 
Post, also told an Assembly Ways and Means subcomm ittee 
Wednesday night that the governor s reform program 
would cost the counties $40 million 
Reagan has maintained some counties would actually 
produce a net gain for property taxpayers through his 
welfare and Medi-Cal "refo rm '' program s and that no 
county would suffer a net tax increase. 
The welfare legislation is carried by Sen Clair Burgener. 
R-San Diego, while Assemblyman William Campbell. R- 
Hacienda Heights, is legislative sponsor of the MediCal pro­ 
gram. 
"We have projected that the Burgener bills will wave $80 
million rather than $124 million. " Dooley told the com m it­ 
tee at a three-hour hearing. 
The latest revised estim ates supplied the lawm akers by 
State Social Welfare Director Robert Carleson indicated 


projected savings ot $124 million in the adm inistration s 
welfare legislation 
Another $148 million is estim ated by the welfare 
departm ent to be saved by a series of regulations proposed 
for adoption by the adm inistration 
Dooley didn't elaborate on the $44 million gap between his 
figures and Carleson's. But Assemblyman William T. Ba­ 
giev, chairm an ot the Welfare Committee, expressed 
concern about approving a balanced state budget even if the 
welfare program was passed. 
"I've been concerned that the arithm etic won't hold up." 
The San Rafael Republican told Carleson. 
The ways and m eans panel took no action but agreed to 
m eet again next Monday to attem pt to "put together" a 
spending program tor the welfare and Medi-Cal depart­ 
ments. 
Reagan's welfare program basically would require reci­ 
pients to work, children to accept more responsibility for 
support ot welfare parents and a tightening ot eligibility 
standards. 
Included 
is a reorganization ot the state welfare

Rogers on way to Israel today 


CAIRO ( UPI »—Secretary 
of State William P. Rogers 
sought once more today an 
understanding with Egypt's 
President Anwar Sadat on 
peace in the Middle East 
before flying on to Israel on 
the last and probably most 
critical stage ot his tour 
Rogers apparently made 
no dram atic progress m six 
hours of talks Wednesday 
with Egyptian officials. 
He and President Sadat 
met this morning to discuss 
a new Egyptian peace plan 
prepared especially tor his 
visit and conveyed to him 
during Wednesday's talks. 


Sadat scheduled a speech 
tor later today, the birthday 
of the prophet Mohammed 
He has promised to report 
to the Egyptian people on 
his talks with Rogers and 
political observers said this 
was an excellent occasion to 
do so.

Israel into adopting a more 
flexible stance, diplomatic 
sources said. 
The sources said Rogers 
did not bring any dram atic 
new peace plan. This, and 
his declining to pressure the 
I s r a e l i s , 
a p p a r e n t l y 
disappointed the Egyptians. 
This was illustrated by the 
com m ent Wednesday by an 
Egyptian foreign m inistry 
spokesman that it would be

Planners still 
debating motor 
recreation area 


By Dick Praul 
Courthouse Reporter 
By opening the door to the possibility of having a large 
race track located in the county, the County Planning 
Commission was warned Wednesday “ you may lose the 
entire ball game” in trying to set up motorized recreational 
areas for virtually all types of recreational vehicles. 
The commission, approving a policy resolution outlining 
more than a dozen restrictions that could apply to 
conditional use permits, heard this admonition from 
Commissioner Richard M. Clare, Santa Maria. 
But Commissioner G. Norman Bacon, of Montecito, and 
commission chairman Robert C. Lilley, of Lompoc, both 
said they felt anyone seeking a commercialized race track 
would run into rugged opposition. 
“ I don’t think a full-blown racetrack has much of a 
chance in this county,” said Bacon. “ But they can try.” 
Lilley 
thought 
any 
application 
for 
“ another 
Thunderbowl” (old Carpintería racetrack) would likely be 
gunned down by the public and the county. 
The policy declaration setting minimum conditions for 
any authorized permit now goes to the Board of 
Supervisors, which has programmed a full-dress public 
hearing Monday, May 17, on the entire question of how to 
provide recreational areas for vehicles ranging from 
minibikes and go-karts up to dunes buggies and possibly all- 
terrain vehicles. 
Earlier, 
the 
commission 
had 
forwarded 
two 
recommendations to the supervisors. One recommended 
that use permits for such areas could be granted in all 
zoned districts. 
The second recommendation exempted 
residential districts. 
The supervisors have the option of setting specific 
restrictions — such as prohibiting facilities a certain 
number of miles from residential areas — in ordinance 
form. The policy declaration is apart from the proposed 
ordinance change. 
Bacon told the commission he felt it was unfortunate that 
so much public attention has been focused by the press on 
the possibilities of racetracks. 
He conceded that this was the result, in some ways, of the 
application of a certain individual seeking to set up a large 
facility including tracks in the Winchester Canyon area. 
“ Then we had to recognize it,” he added, after originally 
contemplating an ordinance change that would provide for 
go-karts and similar vehicles rather than the larger 
motorcycles. 
But Clare said he felt there should be provision in the 
statement “ for no racing and no admission charges” to bar 
racetrack operations completely. 
“ We must recognize it as a sport,” Bacon maintained. 
“ But 1 feel it would be a mistake to be too specific and 
eliminate any aspect of it. ” 
The commission agreed with Bacon in this respect in 
approving the policy statement with conditions which, it 
was shown, could be applied in part or entirety — or with 
others added — in the cases of individual applications. 
The commission's policy statement calls for location of 
such facilities so that none will be a public or private 
nuisance in any way; adequate fencing and other boundary 
obstacles; sanitary, fire protection, anti-pollution and 
accessory facilities; safeguards against erosion, proper 
primary access, need for environmental report, and other 
restrictions. 
But no mention is made of distance between residential 
areas and such facilities. Goleta Valley persons have urged 
that a 10 to 20 mile space be set. This will bar virtually all 
South Coast areas except perhaps portions of the old 
Hollister Ranch, west of Gaviota; sites between Buellton 
and Lompoc, and Cuyama Valley. 
Planning Director 
Herbert H Divelbiss said if a 5-mile minimum was set for 
certain facilities, other South Coast areas would be eligible 
from the E l Capitan area west. 
Commissioner Eugene Sexton, of Goleta Valley, and 
Supervisor Francis Beattie, of Lompoc, both have urged 
that certain residential areas be considered in isolated 
areas.

Sunglasses are 
no passing fancy

NEW YORK - (NEA) — 
During the continuing trial 
of nine Black Panther party 
members here last winter, 
there arose one of those un­ 
comfortable moments at the 
witness stand when both de­ 
fendant and prosecutor ap­ 
peared to run out of conver­ 
sation. 
Suddenly 
the 
prosecutor 
snarled. “ Tell me.” he said, 
loudly, “ are the lights in the 
courtroom 
too 
bright 
for 
you.” 
“ No, they’re not.” the de­ 
fendant said. 
“ Then, why,” c r i e d the 
prosecutor, “ are you wear­ 
ing sunglasses indoors, on a 
cloudy day? Tell me that!“ 
The defendant only smiled, 
behind his sunglasses. 
As far as the trial is con­ 
cerned, 
this 
exchange 
is 
pointless. 
But 
it 
raised, 
again, that interesting ques­ 
tion: Why do people wear 
sunglasses i n d o o r s , on 
cloudy days? 
There are lots of reasons, 
it seems. 
“ For mild schizophrenics,” 
said Mortimer M. Feinberg, 
“ the dark glasses are a bar­ 
rier they can retreat behind, 
a shield. S i m p l y because 
there’s the myth that eyes 
are revealing and give away 
a 
person’s 
emotions, 
the 
dark lenses are regarded as 


something that will mask 
feelings.” 
Mr. 
Feinberg 
is 
acting 
chairman of the psychology 
department at City Univer­ 
sity of New York and is 
naturally interested in mild 
schizophrenics. But he ad­ 
mits there are other reasons 
tor wearing shades. 
“ For some people, they’re 
like goggles.” he said, “ and 
the wearer can cast himself 
in a Walter Mitty-Snoopy role 
—you 
know, 
here’s 
the 
famous World War II pilot 
bringing the crippled bomber 
in for a dangerous landing— 
something of that sort.” 
The list of reasons for 
wearing sunglasses indoors, 
on a cloudy day, is more or 
less endless, in fact. Truman 
Capote reportedly th in k s 
they’re sexy. A college soph­ 
omore in Ohio says he al­ 
ways wears shades to class 
on test day so the professor 
can’t catch his eyes wander­ 
ing. And burglars and bank 
robbers and purse snatchers 
have found dark glasses a 
fantastic 
replacement 
for 
old-fashioned masks. 
“ Nine out of 10 bank rob­ 
bers wear sunglasses,” re­ 
ports the New York City po­ 
lice department. 
There are more genteel 
reasons 
for wearing 
sun­ 
glasses, on a cloudy day, of 
course. Couturier Oleg Cas­ 
sini, tor instance, says they 


“ give women a pretense of 
elegance.” 
They almost always have. 
Since the 1930s, sunglasses 
have been associated with 
Hollywood movie stars. In 
the beginning, they smacked 
of affectation, but t h e n 
Katharine Hepburn made a 
movie in 1932 called “ A Bill 
of Divorcement” and sudden­ 
ly every woman in the United 
States wanted to look like 
Katharine Hepburn. Fortu­ 
nately for the sunglasses in­ 
dustry, among the things she 
wore in the movie was a pair 
of dark glasses. 
In the early 1960s, Jackie 
Kennedy did as much for 
sunglasses as she did for the 
pillbox hat. And Americans 
took off on another dark 
glasses jag. 
In keeping with the times, 
perhaps, the latest in shade 
fads is the non-sunglasses. 
Manufacturers n o w offer 
such tints as mint, mauve, 
demi-amber, g r a y green, 
lavender, rose and orange. 
“ People are now wearing 
glasses when they’re abso­ 
lutely not needed, and resort­ 
ing to light tints that have 
no practical value,” 
said 
Mauri Edwards, director of 
marketing and advertising 
for Foster Grant, Inc., a 
large manufacturer of sun­ 
glasses. 
“ Right 
now, 
the 
‘glasses look’ is so popular 
we’re 
beginning 
to make 


glasses with clear lenses for 
people who don’t need cor­ 
rective lenses, but just want 
to wear glasses.” 
Nobody knows exactly who 
started the whole thing. The 
first scientifically designed 
colored lens was developed 
in 1900 by an English physi­ 
cist n a m e d Sir William 
Cookes. But it wasn’t a new 
idea. 
Cleopatra, herself, is re­ 
ported to have used uncut 
rubies to protect her eyes 
from the glare of the sun on 
the Nile. And old Nero sup­ 
posedly watched gladiators 
battle through emeralds. 
That’s old history, though. 
Today, sunglasses have a 
more practical value. Per­ 
sons who wear contact lens 
use shades for protection 
from wind and soot and dust. 
People who live in cities 
like New York wear them for 
protection against air pollu­ 
tion. “ Got some air in my 
eye 
this 
morning,” 
is 
a 
common complaint here. 
One final reason for wear­ 
ing shades indoors, on a 
cloudy day, however, has 
nothing to do with pollution. 
Someone once a s k e d a 
famous Italian opera singer 
why she always wore sun­ 
glasses. 
“ My husband beats me,” 
she said. “ I always have 
black eyes.”

3-Noon-Hour Golf 


It’s one thing to constantly 
tell people that you can’t 
lower your handicap without 
a lot of practice. It’s another 
thing to find the time, if you 
aren't a pro golfer, to hit a 
lot of balls. 
I think many golfers try to 
do too much at one session, 
especially at a driving range. 
They haven’t been able to 
get a golf club in their hands 
all week, and so on Saturday 
afternoon, after the yard is 
mowed, they go down and 
hit three big buckets of balls. 
Often you do yourself more 
harm than good that way — 
there is a tendency to rush 
through a mound of balls. 
Hitting ball after ball, espe­ 
cially with a driver, can be 
tinng, and costly to your 
timing. There is no walking 
to relax you the way there 
is on the course. Your con­ 
centration wanes. 
It would be much better 
to hit 50 balls three or four 
times a week than 200 balls 
all at once. Try spending half 
of your lunch hour at a dri­ 
ving range if there’s one 
near where you work. Your

And if you’re like 
me you might finally find a 
way to lose that extra 10 
pounds you’re toting around.

The man who says that is 
much 
better 
known 
for 
having no sentiment at all, 
and 
a 
heart 
supposedly 
made of pure stone. 
The man who says that is 
Leo Durocher. manager of 
the Chicago Cubs, Ernie 
Banks’ immediate boss and 
an individual who insists the 
only thing that really counts 
with him in baseball “ is 
what it says under those two 
columns marked 
W 
and 
*L.” ' 
Leo Durocher likes to put 
on a little front sometimes. 
He has feelings. The only 
thing is he hates to let 
anybody know he has. 
All this comes up now 
because 
Ernie 
Banks 
is 
getting to “ that stage.” 
E r n i e 
Ba n k s , 
who 
probably comes closer than 
anyone else to being God’s 
gift to baseball because of 
his remarkable disposition, 
his genuine interest in the 
problems of others and his 
tremendous 
ability 
along 
with everything else, is 40 
years old now. 
That in itself is never good 
but 
it’s worse when an 
arthritic 
knee 
condition 
makes you hobble around 
and when you’re trying to 
earn 
a 
living 
playing 
professional baseball at the 
same time. 
The arthritis in Banks' 
left knee put him on the 
disabled list for the first 
time last July and the same 
condition put him on the list 
again this past March 31 


He came back to action 
only 10 days ago but he’s 
still getting around with 
obvious difficulty. 
Banks started at first base

night’s 
game with the Mets. Before 
the contest began he told 
Durocher some meat he had 
eaten 
had 
given 
him 
indigestion but he would 
play because he knew Jim 
Hickman, who would have 
been at first base ordinarily, 
had a heavy cold 
Nolan Ryan started for 
the Mets and struck out 
Banks in the second inning, 
walked him in the lourth 
and struck him out again in 
the fifth With runners on 
first and third in the eighth, 
the Cubs trailing 2-1, Ray 
Sadecki on the mound for 
the Mets and Banks due up, 
Durocher walked over to 
Ernie in the dugout and 
talked with him. 
“ I know you've got this 
indigestion and you don’t 
feel too well,” Durocher 
said. “ We’ll get someone 
who can run a little better, 
okay?” 


“ Sure,” Ernie Banks said 
amiably. “ Why not?” 
Durocher sent Hickman 
up to hit for banks. 
Ernie Banks put the bat 
he had in his hands back in 
the rack, sat down on the 
bench 
and did 
what 
he 
always does— pulled all he 
could for a teammate. 
“ Let s go, Jim !” he called 
out eagerly. “ Let’s get a 
base hit. You can do it.” 
Hickman topped the ball 
back to Sadecki and Johnny 
Callison, 
the 
runner 
on 
third, 
was hung up 
and 
ultimately tagged out. 
The 
Mets

the ball 
game, 2-1, and later there 
was some question as to 
whether anybody had ever 
hit for Banks before during 
his 19 years with the Cubs.

make anything he's involved 
in less than it is.

Clues found in Antibodies 


figuiers

C A R E F R E E , Ariz. — 
(NEA) — A cancerous tumor 
is very much like a trans­ 
planted heart or kidney in 
that it is “foreign” to the 
patient’s body. 
When transplanting a heart 
or kidney, physicians 
at­ 
tempt to slow down or stop a 
patient’s immune reaction, 
the body’s defense against 
the invasion of foreign sub­ 
stances. 
Ironically, in relation to 
cancer, the problem is just 
the opposite. The cancerous 
tumor is “foreign” to the 
human body, too, but it 
doesn’t trigger the usual im­ 
mune response of the body. 
Why?

versity of Washington School 
of Medicine, Seattle, believe 
they have discovered the 
answer. And the discovery of 
Drs. 
Karl 
and 
Ingegerd 
Hellstrom might lead to a 
method of cancer treatment 
in which the patient’s own 
body would be enabled to 
c o m b a t the uncontrolled 
growth of the savage cells. 
But at a recent American 
Cancer Society seminar for 
science writers here, the 
Hellstroms warned repeated­ 
ly against any premature 
enthusiasm. 
“We 
most 
emphatically 
warn against any vaccina­ 
tion attempts against human 
cancers, based on our find­ 
ings, since they may—in the 
lack of knowledge of the 
nature of the immune re­ 
sponse involved—lead to fa­ 
cilitation of tumor growth, 
rather than prevention,” Dr. 
Ingegerd Hellstrom said. 
If the Hellstroms’ work is 
eventually proven, it could 
lead to a revision of present 


methods of cancer treatment 
. because current modes of 
therapy such as radiation 
and chemical agents actual­ 
ly hinder the immune mecha­ 
nisms of a patient’s body. 
The work of the two physi- 
cian-researchers, 
originally 


from Sweden’s famed Karo- 
linska Instituetet, is based on 
recent findings that most, if 
not all, cancer tissues con­ 
tain the foreign substances 
called tumor-specific anti­ 
gens. These are not found in 
n o r m a l , noncancerous 
tissues. 
Usually 
s u c h 
antigens 
would cause the body to pro­ 
duce 
antibodies, 
including 
certain types of white blood 
cells called lymphocytes, to 
fight them. 
But the mystery is the 
human body’s apparent lack 
of ability to knock out a can­ 
cerous growth in this way. 
The Hellstroms have indeed 
found that the blood of labo­ 
ratory animals and many 
cancer patients does contain 
antibodies that are capable 
of killing off the cancers in 
their own bodies. And these 
antibodies do kill cancer 
cells in the laboratory—but 
not in the patient’s body. 
In laboratory dishes the 
Hellstroms grew cells from 
a variety of human cancers. 
To these cancers they added 
l y m p h o c y t e s from the 
patients who had the spe­ 
cific kinds of cancers. 
“It was found that lym- 
phoctyes 
from 
51 
of 
59 
patients could kill cultivated 
cells of the patients’ own 
tumors, but did not destroy 
the patients’ normal cells,” 
they report. 
They also found that lym­ 
phocytes of 78 of 87 patients 
were capable of killing their 
own cancer cells as well as 
cancer cells f r o m other 
patients with the same type 
of cancer. 


The Hellstroms have dis­ 
covered a substance they call 
“blocking antibody,*’ which 
appears to protect a cancer­ 
ous tumor from attack by 
the b o d y ’ s lymphocytes. 
Other laboratories have con­ 
firmed this finding. 
The Hellstroms found evi­ 
dence of the blocking anti­ 
bodies in 67 out of 81 patients 
with growing tumors. On the 
other hand they found evi­ 
dence of the blocking anti­ 
body only in three of 19 
patients who were free of 
symptoms after treatment of 
their cancers. 
This finding suggested the 
presence of another sub­ 
stance, a “deblocking anti­ 
body,” that was at work in 
patients who were effective­ 
ly fighting off their cancers. 
Confirming their suspicions 
the Hellstroms later found 
that deblocking antibodies 
did, in fact, exist in the blood 
serum of experimental ani­ 
mals that had recovered 
from an artificially induced 
cancer. 
Several scientists, Dr. Karl 
Hellstrom said, have already 
used deblocking antibodies 
to cure some laboratory ani­ 
mals of cancer. 
But again displaying the 
caution common among me­ 
ticulous scientists, he added: 
“We want to emphasize 
that our work has been con­ 
ducted with tissue culture 
techniques and utilized ani­ 
mal models and that there 
may be a long way to go be­ 
fore the conclusions drawn 
can be applied for treatment 
of h u m a n cancers. Any 
prophecies as to the feasi­ 


bility of, for example, treat­ 
ing human tumors with de­ 
blocking antibodies cannot, 
obviously, be made at this 
time.”

Reasons for support 


The proposed freeway agreement for the improvement 
of the Harris Grade portion oi Highway 1 has elicited 
extreme opposition from many quarters with most 
opposition taking the form of "we simply do not need it." 
It is the opinion of many that the present S-20 highway 
from the wye to Vandenberg main gate and thence to 
Santa Maria is sufficient and any further improvement 
of highways in that direction are simply and purely a 
waste of taxpayer money. 
It appears that the previous opposition, mainly based 
on ecological reasons, has been greatly dissipated by 
strict vows on the part of the Division of Highways that 
the environmental qualities of the area will not be 
desecrated but concievably enhanced 
Therefore, the crux of the argument appears to be do 
we need highway improvement over what we have over 
Harris Grade on Highway 1? 
We agree that we do. 
Highway construction funds derived from gasoline 
taxes shall be spent on highway construction and 
improvement projects, by law. Should we not utilize our 
share of these funds for proper improvement of our area 
highways, it does not mean that the cost of the project 
will be saved. It simply means, under law, that the 
money will be spent elsewhere for highways and that we 
will lose what is deemed as necessary for an indef inite 
period. 
The State Highway Department is presently acquiring 
right of way for a f reeway by-pass of the city of Lompoc. 
The next step in this freeway improvement program is 
Harris Grade and the entire effort is a vital link in the 
Highway 1 freeway system. 
From an economic standpoint, the standard highway 
formula reveals that the savings of 4.2 miles of travel 
time as a result of the improvement project will 
represent an earned benefit to the traveling public in 
excess of $12 million during the first 20 years of usage.

The control agreement of S-20, the present tour-lane to 
Santa Maria via Vandenberg Air Force Base, rests with 
the senior control off icer at Vandenberg Air Force Base 
and the Department of Defense — not the department of 
the Air Force. 
The adoption of S-20 as State Highway 1 would require 
additional frontage roads throughout the route for 
military access; several more interchanges throughout 
the route to meet military and FCI requirements; 
additional right of wav purchase in order to achieve 
alignments and new negotiations of right away between 
the State and military. Costs involved here would exceed 
the Harris Grade project. 
Minor improvements to the present Harris Grade 
route, established in the late 1920s. would present a 
situation 
whereby 
the existing 
road would 
have 
inhibiting effects on the ability of State landscaping, 
beautification and forestry insofar as restoration is 
concerned 
The fatal accident rate on the Harris Grade as 
presently aligned during the past three years provides 
ample justification under State safety regulations to 
complete the proposed improvement. 
A significant part of the proposed project will include 
controlled access viewpoints tor motorists. These 
viewpoints will have off and on ramps and will provide a 
safe place from which motorists may view the beautiful 
Lompoc Valley and surrounding hills. The National 
Safety Council has proven that such stopping points 
refresh 
drivers 
and 
improve 
their 
safe 
driving 
capabilities. 
Air pollution in California has been determined in 
large part to be caused by the automobile. Any reduction 
in travel time between points is a contribution to air 
pollution reduction. 
It is for these reasons that we support the Harris 
Grade project.

Traveling 
about, you run into an extraordinary 
number of people who believe that 
Richard Nixon will not run for 
reelection. No doubt they think this 
because of the great precedent set 
by Lyndon Johnson (although Harry 
Truman did the same thing). But 
even if you remind them how 
unusual was the abdication of LBJ, 
they will tell you that Nixon will go 
the same way. 
They reason that 
Nixon is above all 
else a shred poli­ 
tician, 
that early 
next spring he will 
know more surely 
than anyone that the 
presidential chapter 
of his life is closing 
ineluctably and that 
therefore 
he 
will 
seek 
to 
adjust 
himself 
acc o rd ­ 
ingly. 
He will (they are saying) thereupon 
announce that he wiil not run again, 
so as to devote himself (the script is 
LBJ's exactly) to presiding over the 
orderly liquidation of the Vietnam 
war. That way (they argue) he can 
present the next president with a 
pacified world, a dollar that has 
ceased to shrink in value, and an 
unemployment 
figure 
on 
the 
decline. This is good earnest money 
on the public esteem of one’s 
countrymen, and a bid for high 
marks from the historians — better 
by far than to have everything you 
accomplish washed away in the 
bitterness of a campaign, and the 
ignominy of defeat. 
All very well. 
Except that anyone who talks that 
way knows nothing at all about 
Richard Nixon. Mr. Nixon, it is 
commonly accepted, is a driven 
man. But after all — they remind 
you — he did not try to take the 
nomination in 1964. does he not 
permit his sense of mission to adjust 
to political reality? Yes he does. But 
in fact he went as far as he thought 
he could to get the nomination in 
1964, and it was only after the 
Governors’ Conference in Cleveland 
that he realized that Goldwater 
could not be stopped. 
But the existing situation is black 
and white. 
Either he runs for 
reelection or he does not. There are 
those, whom Johnson is an excellent 
example, who could not stand the 
prospect of rejection by the voters. 
Nixon is not the same kind of man. 
He will be greatly offended, greatly 
disappointed, if the voters reject 
him. But the prospect of that hurt, 
that disappointment, would never 
cause him to take a position simply 
because it would spare him the 
possibility of that hurt; much as a 
fatalistic bomber pilot would not, if 
he thought that duty commanded 
otherwise, avoid a particular target 
merely because he knew that anti­ 
aircraft fire was heaviest in that 
area. 
Mr. Nixon will run even if his 
Gallup rating has dropped to 20 per 
cent. He will run very hard, very 
emotionally (because he believes 
that 
the 
issues 
are 
in 
part 
emotional, 
as indeed they are, 
having much to do with the place of 
the human heart in contemporary 
politics). 


It is altogether another question 
whether he retains his old political

Will he know how to bring 
alive the issues the voters care most 
about at this moment? Will he be 
significantly challenged? 
Congressman Paul McCloskey of 
California, as everybody knows, 
intends to challenge Mr Nixon in 
New Hampshire. McCarthy - style. 
Mr McCloskey is running, in fact, 
, 
on the single issue of Vietnam, and 
gives no indication of what he will do 
if Vietnam is simply not much of an 


issue by March of 1972. My own 
guess is that Mr. McCloskey wiil in 
that event find another issue to run 
on, the fever having got him. There 
is 
talk 
in 
California 
(it 
is 
uninformed 
talk) 
that 
Ronald 
Reagan will challenge Nixon. It is 
uninformed because Mr. Reagan 
knows that you cannot challenge an 
incumbent Republican President, as 
a general rule; and as a practical 
matter, never when the differences 
between your own and his programs 
would strike most of the voters as 
exiguous. 
The other conjecture — that Mr. 
Nixon will ask Mr. Reagan to come 
along as Vice President — is more

interesting. It may be that Mr. 
Agnew s day will be over, that like 
Manolete, he will have killed the 
bull which, however, also will have 
succeeded in killing him. In that 
event, Mr. Agnew would not be able 
to deliver the help in marginal 
states that Reagan could deliver. 
Moreover, unlike the men around 
FDR, Mr. Agnew is the kind of 
person who would step aside without 
a thought if he believed that by doing 
so he would help the national ticket. 
But he would not step aside in 
deference to someone less appealing 
than he to the southern and border 
states, whose vote is critical. So who 
else, if not Reagan.?
